than ever before seen by the " ok^eiRtinha 
itant." Thus in the State of Ne w York 
tornado of unheard-of violence, a n.d sni ycii- 
ci'is in appearance, was expericn ced inOnci- 
da, Oswcgo, and Schencctady counties. A 
similar storm was noticed in )\"i assachusetts. 
In Weatherslicld, Conn., hail s tones resem- 
bling fragments of broken ice; fell thick and 
fast. 
Louisville, Kentucky , was visited by a 


tempest of wind and rain of terrible inten- 
sity. At Aurora, Illinois, there was a vio- 
lent tornado, and at Pan .a, on the Illinois 
Central Railroad, twent.y-five houses were 
leveled with the ground.

Then, plump against 
our hesitating reply—"we think it has"— 
is launched the indignant inquiry—"why is 
not something done —and why arc my front 
yard and my offspring made unseemly to 
the public eye by clouds and showers of 
dust V" Of course we can offer no satisfac- 
tory solution ofthis serious query ; and so 
the ashes of reproaches is continually sifted 
upon our heads along with the ashes of the 
thoroughfares.

get out of our light and wheel out the 
water-car!, '!

so we feel quite at ho'iK1 again. 
AVo have 


been taking another excursion on the Rhine ; 
and in spite of some disar/rccubililiat, en. 
joyed it extremely. On Monday, Sept. 13, 
we took the cars for t'rauk/'ort — rode 
through a valley flirted on one side by the 
hills of the Odcinruld. stopping on our 
route at numerous villages ; and after a ride 
of three hours arrived safely at Frank/art. 
Here another train took us through the vine- 
yards of lloclflicim, where the celebrated 
Hock wine is made, and where the b est 
vines grow upon a high hill, which is crown- 
cd by a church, the green vine leaves even 
clustering about its foundations] and tUrou"h 
other vine-growing villages for an hour lon- 
ger, which brought us to Cilstd on the 
Rhine. Here we found a steamer waiting 
for us, and going on boavd, were soon pass- 
ing down the river. 
The wind however 


blew cold and damp and compelled us to go 
below, where we amused ourselves in the 
cabin, until 5 P. M., when we stopped at 
C'Meutz for the night. Here we had a 
pleasant room looking out upon the river, 
and the moon shining upon the rocky for- 
tress of Ehrenbreitslein, and " building a 
bridge of light" to it across the llliine, call- 
ed us to the window several times during 
(he night, to admire the beauties of the 
scene. This fortress is built upon a rocky 
mountain of about 500 feet in height, at the 
foot of which is the town of the same name 
which commands extensive views of the 
Rhine. 
The fortress itself, in ancient times, 


was a Roman Cdslrum or camp. 
Its site 


has been deemed impregnable, having been 
often besieged by enemies in vain, though 
it wa* at last taken by the French in 1799, 
after a siege of three years, and subsequent- 
ly demolished. It has however, been since 
rebuilt, and restored to its former impor- 
tance, and is now considered one of the 
strongest fortresses in Europe, requiring as 
many as lo,000 men completely to garri- 
son it. 
The next morning at 10 o'clock we 


ivcre again in motion, the banks of the river 
witli their numerous ruins looking bright 
and beautiful in the clear morning air. 
At 


one o'clock we were in Jlonn, where we 
stopped until 7 P. M. This town contains 
i population of some 10,000 inhabitants 
and is the seat of one oi' the rut, ;t celebra- 
ted universities on the continent, having a 
library of upwards of 100,000 volumes. — • 
The town itself is of great antiquity and is 
the birth place of ISectkocen. At 7 P. M. 
we took the cars, and after a short ride ol 
ten minutes were set down in Godeslcrg 
and took up our quarters at the Hotel, were 
furnished with pleasant rooms with windows 
commanding a fine view of the "seven 
mountains" the " Castled Cray of Draclt- 
eafds" rising proudly up into the sky, al- 
most directly in front of us. The village it 
self is small and of little pretensions, but bai 
outlying from it, a number of fine summei 
residences for C<>hync and Bonn merchants 
and some noblemen. In the summer sea- 
son the village supports two Hotels. 
Ho- 


ld Belle Vuc, where we are, is full in ear- 
lier months, hut is now nearly deserted. — 
Our landlady is a widow of three-score ant 
ten. but yet she superintends the affairs ol 
the house entirely, and truls about with tho 
step of 1 7. 


We remained here very quietly for eight 


days, making sundry excursions about the 
neighboring country, and climbing the hili 
on which the ruin of Godesberg stands — the 
remains of an old castle, built in the lUlh 
century, the tall don-jou lower of which in 
the crumbling walls, still stands, like a sen- 
tinel, guarding the village below . 


Monday, the 20th, we climbed up the 


Draclteiif'dx, and from the ruined arch oi 
Jlolandsuk, looking down upon the island 
of Monncnivcrtli, lying so quietly and peace- 
fully in the Jlhiiie, with its nunnery embow- 
ered in the trees. Tuesday we returned to 
]!onn, amused ourselves in strolling about 
the city, saw the immense University build- 
ing, nearly a quarter ofa mile in length ; the 
live-towered Cathedral, and the line bronze 
statue of Beethoven ; thence by steamer to 
j\u'litnn<:li, where we were detained a day 
longer than we intended by the fog. Here 
we saw the old Watch Tower, round below, 
and eight sided above ; the old church, and 
the rude, coarse image of Christ, which 


ancient Feudal castles'. 
At this place is a 


railroad, which would have helped, ns on 
our wayj but there being a cry that "the 
steamer was coming," we rivsliuil into a 
small boat, and were rowed m',o the river, 
but too late. 
On went tho boat, without 


deigning to notice ns, and 'when we bad rc- 
tunicd to land the cars had gone; so we 
had to remain at R. all night. The next 
day we proceeded by railroad, passing 
through many villages, and among others 
through Joliauncsberg,. where the celebrated 
wine of that name is '.nade ; and wliere the 
vine-clad hill is crowned by the great castle 
of 1'rinee Mctteniicii, to Jlibuicli, where in 
the funniest, tiniest steamboat you can hn~ 
iigiiie (aclvially so small, that two persons 
could j-.ot walk abreast on her deck,) we 
were ferried over to Jlayenre, where we 
pas.scil the rest of the day, in viewing the 
soldiers, of which this city is full. 


Next day we visited the Cathedral, which 


is very ancient, and contains many fine 
monuments of the ancient archbishops and 
bishops, with extensive crypts, and a monu- 
ment by Seltu'dittltaln, erected to Fymicn- 
Ixilt, so called, because be sang in praise of 
he ladies, in most of his poems, and was 
jarried to the grave by female bearers, the 
principal ladies of J/i^/e^ce. The statue of 
Gutcnbay, the inventor of printing, who 
was born in this city, stands on the square 


>y the church, and is of bronze. The house 
n which he set up his first printing press, 


also shown, but alas! it is now a drinking 


saloon. 


The Museum here has a great many Ro- 


nan Curiosities, Mayence being the place 
vhere, in ancient times, })ntms had his 
>rincipal camp; and many tomb-stones, 
sarcophagi, altars and broken columns, have 
iccn dug up in its environs. 


Some fine pictures also attracted us, and 


he model of the double bridge f>on;tpartu 
iitended to build here over the Rhine. The 
amc evening found us once more in 1 [eid- 
'Iberg, and both in good health, again set- 
led and pursuing our studies.

The fog still continuing, we finally took a 


post-chaise and drove to Cult.'cti.fz, and in 
two hours were again set down al the same 
hotel, where we bad before stopped. 


On Saturday afternoon, we made another 


trip towards home, going as far as *S7. (luaj; 
which lies in the most bcaulil'nl part of the 
Jiliciii-ijwi, has a picluresque and noble old 
ruin ; reigning over il, a village also ertnvrted 
by ruins, lying opposite the famous l,nuly 
or iMiici, in its vicinity, and the most ex- 
quisite little vallics miming back from Ihe 
river, cutting through the Highlands, and 
containing hero and there a mill, the rapid 
stream which moves their wheels, rushing 
and tumbling the whole length ot the deil.

\\re rejoice in the entire success of thifi 


experiment, not only on ac-ount of tlv, 
great addition it will make to the income o 
the roads that make the change, but be- 
cause it will check that awful destruction o 
wood, which threatened to make a scaricity 
so great, that, in a few years, the poor peq' 
pie in the country would have to buy it foi 
fuel, as they now have to buy it in France 
by the pound. The Providence and Wo?

Company deserves grca; 


credit and the thanks of the community fo ' 
the lead they have taken in this importan
